§ Gyms and fitness centers can operate at 50% 
capacity (no more than 250 guests) 
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17PLACES OF WORSHIP 

§ Places of worship may admit up to 40% of 
their capacity for the room(s) or area where 
worship services will be held. This total limit 
includes worshippers, not including clergy and 
staff. Health and safety protocols, such as 
mandatory masking and social distancing, must 
remain in place. 

§ Virtual services and outdoor services continue to 
be encouraged, especially for those who have not 
yet been fully vaccinated.
